Seeking New State 
Hwy. Out OF Jupiter 


`A delegation from Martin 
county, including county com- 
missioners and Rex Beach, the 
novelist, appeared before the 
Palm Beach County Board of 
Commissioners, last Monday, 
seeking assistance of a co-op- 
peratiye manner from this coun- 
ty, for the construction of a new 
highway and drainage. 

‘he Martin county delega- 
tion asked the Palm Beach 
commissioners to join in an en- 
deavor to getYthe State High- 
way Department, to constrict 
a servicable hard road from 
Indiantown to Jupiter, to be a 
pot of the proposed Bee line 
ighwsy from Tampa to the 
east coast. This road would give 
a direct outlet from the Indian- 
town cattle, vegetable and fruit 
roducing area to the coast mar- 
ets; as well as'for more ready 
access to the shopping centers. 

Beach, recently purchased 
some 5,000 acres of grazing land 
in the Indiantown sector, and 
wil] develope it into a, large 
ranch, and he stated he needed 
added drainage to do so. This 
the new road would pass over a 
portion of his lands, and that 
the road would be located in 
both of .the above named 
counties.

And Some Want It Here 

The believers in the totalitarian state always 
argue that that form of government does the most 
to advance the interests of the “common man.” They 
prate of production for use instead of production 
for profit, and point to the achievement of dictator- 
ship in advancing the standard of living of the 
worker. X 

In the light of that, some figures concerning the 
Russian economy are of interest. In less than a year, 
the price of black bread, the staple item in the diet 
of the average Russian, has increased 240 per cent. 
Milk has gone up 220 per cent, sugar 196 per cent, 
butter 136 per cent and beef 114 per cent. The cost 
of clothing and all manufactured goods have also 
advanced tremendously, and are usually unobtain- 
able at any price. But, in the same period, the wages 
of Russian workers have gone up only 25 per cent. 

he “fortunate” Russians are not burdened with a 

frge, competitive economy such as that in the United 
tes, They don’t have to suffer along with such 
typically capitalistic monstrosities as great factories 
producing a growing flood of consumer goods—nor 
do they have chain stores and independent stores 
all competing with each other for consumer favor. 
In Russia everything is owned and controlled by the 
state, and the factories produce and the stores sell 
only what the masterminds at the top think fit and 
proper. The result, according to a U. S. Department 
of Labor survey, is the the living standards of 
American workers are about 1,000 per cent above 
those of their Russian counterparts. 

Keep that in mind when you hear the virtues of 
Communism and other “isms” compared to the 
of the competitive free enterprise system of pro- 
duction and distribution. 


What Has Happened To The Dollar? 

Labor's drive for ever-increasing wages, without 
compensatory increases in production, is a tragic 
example of economic futility, 

A pictogram in the United States News vividly 
demonstrates what has happened to the American 
dollar. In terms of purchasing power, an jncome 
that had a net worth of $2500 in 1939 is worth only 
$1535 now. An income that was worth $4952, after 
taxes, in 1939, is worth only $2815 now. So it goes, 
up and down the income scale. 

This is not, of course, entirely the result of in- 
creased wages. Many other factors, notably taxation 
and prodigal government spending, must bear their 
share of responsibility. But it is an obvious fact. that 
the cost of labor represents a very large proportion 
of almost everything produced in this country. 

In the past, we raised wages and lowered prices. 
We accomplished that because output per man in- 
creased along with pay. Since the war, the exact 
opposite has occurred. Most basic industries report 
that, while wages are much higher than before, pro- 
duction per man-hour is lower. The consequence of 
that can be expressed in a single word—inflation. 

The real interest of labor lies in job security— 


and in the purchasing power of the dollar. In self-| 


defense, if for no other motive, labor must cooperate 
with management to get the goods out, to increase 
production, and to so control prices. Endless wage 
demands coupled with iraa production per man 
spell ruin for the American economy. That is the 
hard truth of the matter.
